and Karnal, namely ;— 

1. (1) Short title and commencement.—^Tliese rules may bo 
called the Government Medical Store Depots {Group ‘C* and 
Group ‘D’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Applicallion. These rules shall apply to Group ‘C’ 
(Ministerial and Non-ministerial) and Group ‘D’ posts in 
the Government Medical Store Depots specified in Column 2 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of Posts, Cl.ossification and Scales of pay.— 
The number of posts, their classification and the scales of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 
of the Schedule aforesaid. The bre.ik up of the number of 
posts specified In column 3 among the various Depots are as 
indicated in the Annexure appended to these rules. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limits and qualifications 
etc.—^The method of recruiiment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified 
in columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. These recruit¬ 
ment rules shall be applicable separately for each Depot. 

5. Disqualification.— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or cqjitracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government niay, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other parly to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—^Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it Is necessary or expedient soto do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rnlea shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
providod for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons In aocordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

4. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

fb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied thal 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applE 
^ cable to such person and the other party to the marriage und 
that there are other grounds for so doing, except any peison 
from, the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—^Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it Is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of any limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Schedule Castes, the Stehcduled Tribes 
and other categories of persons in accordance with_ the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Governmeni is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in wrilirjg, relax any of the 
provisions of these.rules with respect to any class or category 
of person. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall afl'ect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Limestone and Dolomite 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 
1983. 

2. In the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Wel¬ 
fare Fund Rules, 1973,— 

(a) for the existing rule 39, the following shall be 
substituted, namely ;— 

"Rule 39. Inspection.—-The welfare centre maintain¬ 
ed by owners of Limestone or Dolomite Mines 
shall be inspected at intervals not exceeding one 
year by such officer as may be authorise*^ by 
the Commissioner for the purpose or by the 
Commissioner himself whenever he considers it 
necessary and the inspecting officer or the Com¬ 
missioner, as the case may be, shall issue a certi¬ 
ficate in Form ‘C indicating whether the centre 
conforms to the prescribed standard or not, 
which shall be valid for a period of one year 
from the dale of issue" ; 

(b) for the existing rule 41, the following shall be 
substituted, namely ;— 

"41. Extent of grant-in-aid—Every owner of-a Lime¬ 
stone or a Dolomite Mine who maintains a 
welfare centre for the benefit of the labour em¬ 
ployed in his mine which conforms to the pres¬ 
cribed standard under rule 38 and subject to 
inspection under rule 39 be eligible to a grant- 
in-aid which shall not exceed 50 per cent of the 
amount spent by the owner of the mine in the 
construction and equipment of the welfare cenire 
subject to a maximum of Rs, 15,000".

G.S.R. 197:—In exorcise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of 
the Department of Agriculture, Assistant Commissioner (Fodder Development) Recruitment Rules, 1970, except things done or omitted 
to be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of 
Assistant Commissioner (Fodder Development) in the Ministry of Agriculture (Department of Agriculture and Cooperation), namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement:— 

(1) These rules may be called the Department of Agriculture and Cooperation (Assistant Commissioner (Fodder Development)] 
Recruitment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the posts, its classification and scale of pay.—^The number of said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, ha* entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
persons and the other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall aifect reservations, relaxation in age-limit and other concessions required to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in. this regard. 

6 . Power to relax.—-Where the Ontral Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for rea¬ 
sons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of those rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons.
